Davidson Plans to Of- 

fer for 
Stricter Regulations, 
Licensing to Special 


Meeting of Aldermen. 


Propdsal] 


_ Mayor Sterling P. Davidson of 
Maplewood announced today he 
would call a special meeting of 
the board of aldermen within 4 
few days at which he would 
recommend enactment of ordi- 
hances requiring the licensing 
of nursing homes. 

\t a meeting at Maplewood’s 
City Hall, he told operators of 
the seven nursing homes in that 
city they would have to conform 


with any stricter regulations 
under new ordinances, or close 
down He acknowledged that 


new regulations might force the 


operators to charge higher 
rates 
“You might not be able to 


keep peopie for the money you 
are getting at this time,”’ Mayor 
Davidson said. “This will be 
bad for families that may noi 
have the income to pay higher 
rates, but we can’t have these 
people as sitting ducks for a 
tragedy.” 


In calling the meeting, at- 


tended also by a number of 
Maplewood officials, Clayton 
Fire Chief Otto G. Brexler and 
Clayton Fire Marshal Roy A 
We Kerlin, Davidson observed 
that present Maplewood ordi- 
nances are weak in respect to 
nursing homes because they 


provide for quarterly inspec- 
lions and do not have “teeth” 
in them for enforcement. 

The nursing home operators 
were assured that the cost of 
licenses would be nominal, since 
their purpose was not to pro- 
duce revenue, 

safety provisions in any new 
ordinances passed by the alder- 
men would be baSed to a great 
extent on recommendations 
made by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, the Ma 
plewood mayor said. 

Pointing out that the state has | 
not set forth any definite regu- 
lations regarding safety for 
nursing homes, Davidson assert- 
ed; “We must come up with 
something as good as the state 
or better Everything is con- 
fusion among the nursing home 
operators. They don't know 
What they must do to comply.” 

Brexler offered to inspect 
the Maplewood nursing homes 
next Wednesday or Thursday— 
an offer which was accepted by 
Davidson, Brexler has been in-' 
specting some nursing homes in 
the county,

Starting Tuesday, the special 
committee will hold hearings 
on alleged tie-ups between 
Teamster Union leaders and 
gangster elements in Portland 
The inquiry was requested by 
the Portland city council 

Seattle Records Destroyed. 

Kennedy mentioned .the mis- 
sing Portland records after 
Samuel Bassett, an attorney for 
the union, said in Chicago the 
committee headed by Senator 
John L. McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas. has been giving a 
“totally false impression” about 
destruction of some Seattle rec 
ords of the ll-state Western 
Conference of Teamsters. 

The committee said Thursday 
it had learned the Seattle docu- 
ments—which also were sought 
for study—had been destroyed 

Bassett said the records were 
“inadvertently ‘destroyed’ in 
1953 or 1954 when the base- 
ment of the union headquarters 
was being cleared of refuse on 
orders of the fire departmen! 
He said the committee ‘knows 
all about the records.” 


When Kennedy heard of this, 
he said: “I'd like to ask, then, 
what happened to the Team- 
sters’ records in Portland we 
are trying to find. I wonder if 
he has the same explanation?’ 

Subpena Issued. 

Kennedy said the committee 
has issued a subpena for the 
Portland documents but that so 
far it has been unable to find 
them.

From Alderman Blaine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One of the most important and dif- 
ficult problems that has come to 
the front during my term as Sixth 
Ward Alderman has been the pro- 
posal to build city-owned parking 
garages in the ward. At the request 
of the city administration I intro- 
duced the enabling bills, but had 
serious reservations about it. 

Following the introduction of 
these bills, I made a considerable 
effort to get first-hand information 
as to how the people and businesses 
in my ward would be affected by 
the proposed garages 

After much careful consideration 
of all sides of the issue, I must take 
my stand in opposition to the bills 
.and to the building and operation of 
city-owned garages. 

The public hearings on the bills 
convinced me more than ever that 
the garages should not be built. The 
- hearings brought out the following 
facts: 

One. Ramp Buildings Corp. of 
New York, employed by the Off- 
Street Parking Commission, actually 
made little or no physical survey of 
its own, but relied most heavily on 
a survey completed five years ago 
by the State Highway Department at 
public expense. 

Two, Ramp Buildings Corp. was 
also in the employ of the May De- 
partment Stores, one of the inter- 
“ests to be most benefited by the 
construction, of these garages, and 
one of the interests that strongly 
ay them at public hearings. 

Ramp even changed the location 
sof the. Sixth-and-Pine garage from 
“May Department Stores’ property 
~on the west side of Sixth street to 
“property belonging to others on the 
ceast side of Sixth street, property 
‘that the May company had tried to 
Sbuy for garage purposes. 

Three. The Mercantile Trust Co., 
“whose drive-in bank at Eighth and

~rest @f the block bounded by Eighth, 
“Ninth, Lucas and Delmar, was repre- 
Zsented on the Off-Street Parking 
1Commission by one of its directors 
he drive-in facility was not even 
uilt or begun when it was excluded 
from the garage plans. 
” Four. Municipal parking ga- 
- Tages in many cities are proving a 
«financial burden to their taxpayers, 
“while benefiting only those inter- 
-ests within a few hundred feet of 
the garages themselves. 

Five. The statistics, graphs 
«and photographs and other data of- 
fered in evidence by the parking 
association demonstrated that no real 
perking shortage exists in downtown 
st. Louis. The St. Louis Parking 
» Association asked the Board of 
Aldermen to send auditors of their 
“choice through the books of parking 
operators at the expense of the St. 
-Louis Parking Association in order 
that the facts could be substantiated. 
The Board of Aldermen did not avail 
.ftself of this opportunity. None of 
the claims made or facts produced 
were in any way contradicted. 

These are just some of the facts 
which came to light during the hear- 
ings, and which are supported by 
the official transcripts. 

I have tried to learn the facts and 

be guided in my actions by them.

Draf t for Discussion 


Having completed the preliminary draft of St, 
Louis's proposed new City Charter, the Free- 
holders now are prepared to submit it to the. 
people for constructive criticism at a series of 
public hearings. What does the Charter draft 
contain? Here are the highlights: 

The Executive Branch: The Mayor would head 


the municipal administration under an im- 


proved mayor-coulncil frame. Elected directly 
by the people, he-Would enjoy authority to ap- 
point department heads, to name members of 
various boards and commissions and to prepare 
the budget. The Board of Estimate would be 
abolished. The Mayor would be paid $25,000 
and the current $10,000 Charter limitation on 
other salaries would be eliminated. 

Within the executive branch the existing de- 
partments have been regrouped along more logi- 
cal lines, and the post of Director of Adminis- 
tration created.’ This official, in effect, would 
become the Mayor's chief of staff, as well as the 
city’s chief financial officer. 

One important new agency would be the De- 
partment of Traffic Engineering and Control, to 
be headed by a director who is a traffic ex- 
pert. The director would initiate all traffic reg- 
ulations after consultation with a Traffic Com- 
mission and after public hearings. The Board 
of Aldermen would enjoy the right to veto these 
regulations but only after they had been in ef- 
fect six months. 

The Legislative Branch: The Board of Alder- 
men would be composed of seven members 
elected from wards, seven others and the Board 
President elected at large. This is perhaps the 
most controversial article in the whole charter. 
It is opposed most vehemently by some small 
business interests and by some Negro politicians. 
It is designed especially to put the community- 
wide view on an equal footing with that of 
the neighborhood. 


One important legislative rule written into 
the Charter is designed to prevent the Alder- 
men from holding measures in committee indefi- 
nitely. This rule would require discharge of a 
committee from further consideration of a par- 
ticular measure on a vote of five aldermer, or 
one third of the membership. At present a ma- 
jority is required. 

The Judicial Branch: Judges of the City Courts 
(police courts) would be selected under a non- 
partisan method. At present they are patron- 
age appointees of the Mayor. Under the new 
plan a judicial commission consisting of the pre- 
siding Circuit Judge, a lawyer appointed by the 
Circuit Judges en banc and a non-lawyer mem- 
ber appointed by the Mayor would furnish a 
list of three nominees to the Mayor when va- 
cancies occur. 


The City Marshal and City Court Clerk, both 
part of mayoral patronage, would be placed 
within the city’s merit system, as would two 
other important patronage positions, those of 
the City Register and Supply Commissioner. 

Independent Officials: The job of the inde- 
pendently elected Comptroller would be abol- 
ished, and in his place would: be created the 
post of City Auditor. The Auditor would be an 
elective official paid $18,000 a year. The job 
would be open only to a certified public ac- 
countant with at least five years’ experience. 

All of the independent, elective officials who 
constitute the city’s county level of government 
would continue to rule their patronage roosts 
undisturbed, the Missouri Supreme Court hav- 
ing ruled that the Preeholders had no right to 
touch these offices in any way. The Freehold- 
ers earlier had indicated they would have con- 
solidated these offices with the municipal layer 
if they had been permitted to do so 

Copies of the full charter will be available 
soon, Voters who would like to read the déca- 
ment in its entirety may obtain copies by writ- 
ing the Freeholders’ office in Kiel Auditorium, 
1400 Market street. Voters with questions or 
with suggestions may submit them at any one 
of the seven neighborhood public hearings be- 
ginning March 18 at Beaumont High School. 
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Worthwhile Change 


Illinois State Representative Shapiro has in- 
troduced a worthwhile constitutional change for 
his state. What the Kankakee Democrat would 
do would be to amend the Illinois Constitution 
so as to elect the Governor midway through 
the presidential term. 

Mr. Shapiro believes, and rightly in our opin- 
ion, that the office of Governor is too important 
to be filled by one party's nominee because of a 
sweep for the presidential ticket. No Democrat 
should be Governor because he was carried into 
office by a Franklin D. Roosevelt landslide. Nor 
should any Republican be boosted into the Gov- 
ernor’s chair because of popular admiration for 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


States across the Union from New York to 
California have staggered their elections for 
President and Governor. Missouri and Hlinois 
are two of the dwindling number that keep them 
together. Representative Shapire serves the best 
interests of his state in asking that a constitu- 
tional amendment be submitted to the voters. ° 
The Legislature will serve by giving them a 
chance to express their will at the polls on this 
desirable reform. 


New Shield for Defense 

A new measure of assurance for the nation 
comes with Secretary of Defense Wilson's an- 
nouncement that atomic rockets for blasting any 
enemy bombers out of the sky are now on hand 
at interceptor plane bases within the United 
States. Further assurance can be had from his 
statement that Nike and Talos ground missile 
bases are also to receive nuclear warheads. 

Apparently these weapons, both those fired 
from planes and those launched from the 
ground, will be able to carry warheads powerful 
enough to blast planes that are within a half 
mile of the explosion. It will be remembered 
that late in World War II the anti-aircraft gun- 
ners obtained much better results when develop 
ment of the proximity fuse made it possible for 
a shell to explode if it passed within a few feet 
of the enemy plane, Thus a nuclear warhead 
should mean that enemy. planes would face ter- 
rible odds. 


In recent months thege have been instances 
of falling planes carrying death to persons on 
the ground and instapbces of missiles going out 
of control. And although Secretary Wilson's an- 
nouncement said there would be no danger from 
stored warheads or from those that exploded in 
the sky, some people may still have their wor- 
ries.

Efforts are beIng made to get the 
authorized Water Valley Reservoir 
proposal for flood control on the 
Eleven. Point river in Arkansas and 
Missouri out of the “deferred for re- 
study” deépfreeze United States Engi- 
neers have been keeping it in. 

This was confirmed here by En- 
gineers’ spokesmen and by Representa- 
tive Wilbur D. Mills of Kensett, Ark., 
who says he has received a number of 
letters both favoring and opposing the 
project. The reservoir would be near 
Dalton, Ark., west of Pocahontas. 

This is the project first authorized 
in 1938 as part of the White river 
flood’ control program and shouted 
down: in the late ‘40s by mid-South 
sportsmen ‘and valley citizens when En- 
gineers proposed seeking money from 
Congress*to get the job rolling. 

The opposing citizens were supported 
in their fight by The Press-Scimitar and 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The authorization envisaged a 157- 
foot-high, earth dam 12.6 miles above 
the *iver’s mouth. It would have a 
1,563,000 acre-foot reservoir capacity. 
And, according to the shelved plans, 
it would have been designed to produce 
a future supply of hydro-electric power. 

Late last year Maj. Gen. Emerson C. 
Itschnér, ‘now chief of Army Engineers, 
told The Press-Scimitar he had no in- 
tention of reviving the Water Valley

He Says, 
however, that he has received “no let- 
ters ffom anyone in the valley who 
was opposed to the reservoir earlier 
and who is for it now.” 


He says he believes people in Law- 
rence county and in Randolph county, 
where the reservoir would be located, 
generally favor the plan, while valley 
residents or property owners do not. 

“Until the corps can tell Congress 
it is economically feasible,” Mills said, 
“jt is not for me to pass on, but if they 
say it is ‘economically feasible and 
in the best interests of the valley, I'd 
be for it. If they found it was not, 
then there'd be no basis. for support.”

The Sheriff and the Law 


AT THE BACK DOOR, br 
Elitabeth Spenter, (McGraw-Hill, 334 
pas., £5.95.) 

The intense feelings generated in the 
South in the last several years as a re- 
sult of the Supreme Court desegrega- 
tion decision have provided a psycho- 
logical and social setting with the kind 
of inherent drama attractive to nove!- 
ists. Just as the decades which fol- 
lowed the Civil War produced a great 
outpouring of “race issue” literature, 
so we can again look forward to the 
same phenomenon. 

Undoubtedly the authors most sen- 
sitive to the many sides and intricacies 
of the southern elimate are writers 
born and raised in the South. Elizabeth 
Spencer is now an old hand at com- 
municating her knowledge and insight 
into her own Mississippi, having al- 
ready written two eminently successful 
novels. This latest work is a superb 
and effective masterpiece in  story- 
telling, a book difficult to lay aside. 
The plot is com- 
pelling . and . com< 
pletely believable, 
acted out by char- 
acters who are life- 
like. 


The action cen- 
ters around ap- 
pointment of Dun- 
can Harper as sher- 
iff, following the

him it seemed they had heard him for 
certain all the time, for no telling how 
long, for it is part of consciousness of 
a Southern household that a Negro is 
calling at the back door in the night.”
